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MILLIONAIRE DIES 


IN SUDDEN ATTACK 
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Henry H. Rogers, Standard Oil Mag- 


nate, Copper King and Great 


Financier, Passes Away. 


Xew York, May 19.—Henry H. Rog- 


ers, vice president of the Standard Oil 
company and a leading 'financier, died 
here suddenly this morning. 


Mr. Rogers died at his house, No. .3 


East 78th street about 7 o'clock this 
morning. 
He arose about 6 and at 


half past six1 he began to feel ill com- 
plaining of numbness and nausea. Be- 
fore anything could be done he sank 
and died. 
He went on Friday last to 


his country place at Falrhaven and 
returned yesterday. 


A Leading Financier. 


Mr. Rogers was for many years one 


of the most prominent financiers of 
the country. He took a leading part 
in all of the enterprises undertaken by 
the Standard Oil group of capitalists, 
was vice president of the Standard Oil 
company and was the active spirit In 
the organization of the Amalgamated 
Copper company, of which he was 
president up to the time of his death. 


He also was Interested In a number 


of railroads, serving as a member of 
the board of directors of the Atchlson, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & 'St. Paul and the Union Pa- 
cific. 


The news of the death came as a 


surprise to Wail street. 
Mr. Rogers 


was at the office of the .Standard Oil 
company yesterday and appeared to be 
in good spirits. His health has been 
.failing somewhat for several months 
past. 


Great Enterprise Just Completed. 
The death of Mr. Rogers 
follows 


close on the completion -of the great 
railway project to the accomplishment 
of which the energies of his later years, 
his genius for organization and a very 
considerable portion of 
his 
private 


fortune were devoted. This was the 
building of the Virginia railway, a line 
which opened up a rich, bituminous

-Mr. Rogers, had embarked 
on his. venture some time-prior to the 
financial panic of 1907, which checked 
similar undertakings by 'some, of the 
large railroad companies of this coun- 
try, but the work of building this line 
went on to its finish, mainly .because 
of the energy and faith 
which . Mr. 


Rogers applied to the achievement of 
his purpose.

New Road Opened in April. 


Early in April, only a few weeks ago, 


the road was opened to traffic. 
The 


opening of'the road was. a success, and1 
after receiving the congratulations of 
the officials and business men of Vir- 
ginia upon his splendid courage which 
had carried the work-to its finish in 
the face of great financial obstacles, 
Mr. Rogers returned - to his home in 
New York- to enjoy 'the satisfaction 
which comes to any'man upon the ac- 
complishment of the greatest achieve- 
ment of an active business life. 


His death coining soon'after the end 


of this» work and before he saw the 


, fruit of his labor in the development 


of the section served by his road is re- 
garded by his friends and associates 
among New York financiers as a re- 
grettable ending'of a great character 
in the -financial world. 


Death'Soon Followed Attack, 


Mr. Rogers arose this morning about 


5 o'clock. At 6 o'clock he complained 
of feeling ill and a physician was hur- 
riedly summoned. His heart action 
was weak and it was apparent that he 
was suffering from a stroke of apo- 
plexy. 
This was. the second ' illness 


of this nature suffered by Mr. Rogers 
the first having occurred in July, 1907 
In spite of all that could be done for 
him -this morning Mr. Rogers sank 
rapidly and the end came peaceful!} 
at " o'clock. 


Following the seizure of apoplexy in 


1907 
Mr. Rogers began putting his af- 


fairs in. order and he has been out o.E 
the stock market entirely for months. 
His Interests in all of the corporations 
with which he had been identified have 
been placed in other hands during the 
last year. This step was taken in or- 
der to safeguard his properties in the 
event of sudden death. 


Any circumstantial statement of the 


value of the estate left by Mr. Rogers 
is not at this time Impossible. 
His 


wealth Is variously estimated at from 
$100,000,000 to $200.000,000. What ap- 
pears to be a conservative estimate in 
Wall street today is $150,000,000. 


WHAT HE DID FOR HOME TOWN 


Fairhaven, Mass., May 19.—Falrhav- 


en. the town in which Henry H. Rog- 
ers was born 69 years ago, nnd where 
the extensive Rogers summer estate 
is located, everywhere bears the marks 
of the generosity of the great capital- 
ist. 
His benefactions _ to his native

I also plead- 
ed with the members of his Immediate 
family whenever I -met them to urge 
him not to work so hard. But he was 
so strong, so powerful, that no one 
could persuade him to cast aside his 
burdens. I can only repeat that his 
death is a-great personal loss, but that 
the business .world will be in no way 
unfavorably affected."

Boston, Mass., 
May 19.—Professor 


David N. Todd, head of Amhcrst col- 
lege observatory, In an interview today 
announced his plans for picking up 
' messages from Mars by means of ivire- 
.less Instruments carried up in a balloon 
to the edge of the earth's atmosphere. 
Shut up In an air-tight tank, borne 
aloft in a huge balloon, Professor Todd 


make the first attempt ever made 


by the inhabitants of the earth to in- 
tercept possible messages 
from the 


people of the planet Mars, who, astron- 
omers are Inclined to think, have been 
, signalling to the earth by means of 
•ether waves for years. 


The attempt will be made In Sep- 


tember, when the planet is at its near- 
vest point to the earth. Professor Todd 
.•will jbe accompanied by l^eo Stevens, 
of Hew York, a celebrated aeronaut, 
.•who will endeavor to pilot the balloon 
,tb a height of ten miles. The outlay, 
It Is expected,' will not exceed 15,000. 


"1£ there are human beings on Mars," 


eaid .Professor Todd. "I have no doubt 
that they have been sending us mes- 
sages for years and aro still wondering 
at our stupidity in not replying.

Of course wo would not under- 
stand these messages, but we would 
have something to puzzle out. Perhaps 
we could learn their code and in the 
course of years or months be able to 
return the messages and actually com- 
municate. 


"The psychologist wishes to know 


where consciousness 
originates, the 


spiritualist whether the spirits asks 
how the different forms of life origi- 
nate and whether the doctrine of evo- 
lution Is true and whether the forms of 
life on Mars are similar to those on our 
earth.

Wires to the Ground. 


"At the top of this bag will be con- 


structed the wireless antennae, which 
will be connected with ground wires 
and which may open up to the world a 
new source of information from our 
celestial neighbors. 


"In the basket of the balloon will be 


our two cylindrical tanks, each about 
four feet high and from two to three 
feet In diameter, and capable of hold- 
ing a single person. Entrance to the 
cylinders will be by a manhole on the 
top fitted from the inside with a com- 
press cover screwed in place from the 
Inside. As soon' as we reach the low 
outside pressure 
above this 
cover 


would hold Itself in place even though 
It were not fastened. 


"The bottom of the cylinder will be 


o£ clear, thick glass, while there will 
be three or four windows around the 


"The 
weight of each of these tanks, 


which will bo built -of either steel or 
ilumlnum, is to bo about 200 pounds. 
\Ve shall carry appliances for taking 
specimens. of the air In this rarlfied 
region, as It Is assorted by many that 
tlio character of the atmosphere so far 
above the earth Is of an entirely dif- 
ferent nature from that below... 


"Of course, as we mount upward If 


we find it Impossible to draw upon the 
outside for oxygen we shall have to 
stop the ascent but I do not anticipate 
any trouble of this nature.

ascension directly upward by means 
of a single ground wire, three of these 
wires will uncoil from below at sta- 
tions at three opposite' angles, each 
acting as a guide and stay upon the 
balloon and assuring practically direct 
flight upward.

the St, Joseph river; and on the south 
and east by the waters of the Mau- 
mee, 
the St. Joseph being one of the 


tributaries of the Maumee. 


Within this peninsular region, with 


its apex of lour miles at Fort Wayne 
and Its base of twenty-two at Bryan, 
there runs, midway between these two. 
rivers, and almost straight north-east 
from Fort Wayne to Bryan, a natural 
ridge or glacial beach. 


At one time in. the earth's history 


this beach constituted the north-west- 
ern shore line of ancient Lake Erie, 
and from our early history was used 
by the Indians as a 'Winter trail be- 
tween the upper Maumee and the 
northern lake region. 


In the year 1836 the state of Indi- 


ana, in the interest of the Wabash and 
Erie canal, projected a state road be- 
tween Fort Wayne and the Ohio state 
line. Thre6 of Allen county's pioneer 
citizens were appointed to locate this 
road. 
Their names 
were: 
Horace 


Taylor, Daniel Reed and John Tilbury. 
But two settlers were found living at 
that time between St. Joseph town- 
ship and the Ohio state line. These 
locators, followed the old Indian trail 
between the St. Joseph and Maumee 
rivers, at that time, as It is known to- 
day, 
a magnificent region whose fertile 


lands and natural beauty early -at- 
tracted to It a good class of settlers. 
This road is known today as the Fort 
Wayne and Hicksville State road, in 
Indiana, and in Ohio as tha Fort 
Wayne and Bryan road. 


All the land lying south of this ridge 


road was at one time covered by wa- 
ters of ancient Lake Erie. 
Today, 


every acre of it is flne. fertile garden 
land. All the land north of this ridge 
'- slightly-rolling clay loam, excellent

that must from Its location control a 
large share of all the freight and pas- 
senger traffic along .the wide scope of 
territory flanking this matchless route, 
with no steam road paralleling its line 
of route, to handicap its usefulness or 
cripple its earning powers, mile after 
mile of the route from start to finish 
presenting a splendid panorama"of ru- 
ral life and beauty, would form a fit- 
ting tributary to Fort Wayne Beauti- 
ful.

Up- 
on the woman's refusal he drew a re- 
volver from his pocket and discharged 
it twice, one bullet taking effect in 
her temple. He then jumped on a bi-

not more than fifteen minutes elapsed. 


All concerned in the tragedy were 


French and had been in this country 
but a short time. The women, who 
were sisters, arrived here April 6. 


The cause leading up to the triple 


tragedy is believed to have been the 
jealousy of the murderer over the re- 
fusal of the womajti to return to livo 
with him and he brooded over this 
until he became temporarily insane. 


All Parties to Tragedy French. 


Doggemant was 24 years old and 


had been in this country a year and 
| five months, coming to Llnton from ] 


France and in November last came to 
Shelburn and secured employment at 
Jackson Hill Mine Xo. 4. 
Decobet 


came to this country about seven 
months ago, also going to Linton, and 
it was there the men first became ac- 
quainted. 
When Doggemant left Lln- 


ton and came to Shelburn he was ac- 
companied by Decobet and they se- 
cured employment together as timber- 
men at the mine. 


Neither man was able«to speak much 


English. 
Decobet had been keeping 


company with a girl in France'for sev- 
eral years before coming to the Unit- 
ed States and kept up a correspond- 
ence with her after his aerlval here. 
After saving some money he decided 
to send for her to come to this coun- 
try and marry her. Before'sendlng the 
letter notifying her to come here he 
made the proposition to Doggemant 
that since his intended wife had

On 
their journey to Shelburn the two 
couples stopped off at Sullivan to pro- 
cure marriage licenses. 
Being unable 


to apeak English the services of a 16- 
year-old boy was secured as Interpre- 
ter, who went before the county clerk, 
and after going through the formal- 
ities licenses were issued. 


Marriage Ceremony Overlooked. 


When they were given to the boy he 


turned and handed them to the men 
and 
told them everything was all 


cycle and started rapidly away, mak- right, and they were married, although 
ing his escape before anybody could 
reach the scene of the shooting. 


Shoots Without Warning. 


The assailant hastened to the home 


of his brother-in-law, iJelle Decobet, 
who did not hapen to be at home. Up- 
on his arrival at the home of Decobet 
Doggemant was told of his absence, 
but persisted in rapping upon the door 
several seconds thereafter. Doggemant 
went across a large pasture toward 
the shaft and' when about midway be- 
tween the Decobet residence and the 
shaft met his brother-in-law. 


Without a .word he drew, hi's revol- 


ver and fired four shots at Decobet, 
two of which found their- mark, one 
in the center of the chest and the oth- 
er in the thigh. 


Decobet turned to his wife, who 


came up as the shooting occurred. Ex- 
claiming, "Kiss me," to his wife, De- 
cobet fell dead. 


The murderer then 
reloaded his 


weapon, and before turning it upon 
himself drew a pocketbook containing 
a sum of money from his hip pocket 
and threw it -to the wife of the mur- 
.der.ed 
man...

then 
turned- the 


•weapon upon himself, discharging it 
four times.

From the time the murderer corn- 


no ceremony had been performed. Be- 
ing unacquainted with the marriage 
laws the couples took it for granted 
they had been legally married and 
started housekeeping at Jackson Hill 
mine. 


Four days after their marriage Dog- 


gemant started abusing his wife, and 
two weeks ago last Sunday, while un- 
•dcr the influence of liquor, threw a 
beer glass at her. 
She left him next 


day, going . to live . with Decobet, her 
brother-in-law.- The fact of her tak- 
ing up her residence with Decobet is 
supposed to have been the cause for 
the ^murderer shooting him, as there 
had been no bad blood between them 
previously. 


• Friends of the couples last Sunday 
discovered they had never been legal- 
ly married, although living together, 
and Decobet and the woman were 
driven to Hymera, four miles further 
east, where they were married -by a 
Justice of the peace.- When the same 
proposition was made by Doggemant 
to the other woman she refused to en- 
tertain it and said as they were not 
married'.he'would:.',nofhave to go'to 
the trouble of securing -a. divorce.

Jacob H. Schiff and Israel 


Have United on Plan 


for a Colony. 
. 


New York, May 19.—That Jacob H. 


Schiff. banker, and Israel Zangwill, au- 
thorized head of the Jewish Territor- 
lalist organization, have come together 
in an effort to colonize in Mesopotamia, 
as a compromise of the Zionist coloni- 
zation plans In Palestine, was the news 
received yesterday by Jacob Flshman, 
editor of the Jewish Dally News, of 
this city. 


The invitation of Ahmed Rlza Bey, 


president of the Turkish chamber of 
deputies under the new young Turk 
government, to create a Jewish state in 
Mesopotamia under home government, 
was taken under consideration. 


Vast Sum Held in Trust. 


The "lea" society, the largest and 


richest Jewish colonization prganlza- 
tion in the world, to which $45,000.000 
was left In trust by the late Baron de 
Hlrsch, sent a geographical 
survey 


commission to investigate conditions. 
The preliminary reports showed that 
the land was most fertile and that irri- 
gation was, all that was needed to make 
it prolific. ' 


The Zionists readily accepted the 


scheme, for Mesopotamia is not -far 
from Palestine. 
: It is thought that through the efforts 
of Mr, Schiff, who is now. touring Eur 
rope, the allied Jewish organizations of 
the world can perfect the plan and the 
work of settlement can be- begun at an 
early date. 
' 
. ' 
' 


Means Relief for Jews. 


It is estimated that it will take at 


least $40,000,000 to irrigate the terri- 
tory, but, with this expenditure and 
the cost of transportation added, the 
situation in Russia, where there are 
between 5,000,000 and 6,000.000 Jews in 
desperate condition, not to speak of 
those of Roumania, numbering about 
400,000, will be entirely relieved. . . 
•. The .invitation of Ahmed Rlza Bey 
was extended through the' chief rabbi 
and was sent throughout the ''entire 
world with the promise that the Turk- 
ish government will' allow home rule to 
the settlers. 
• . . . . ' 


There will be little or no effect on 


the Jewish population- of the -United 
States, but n, large, amount of the nec- 
essary.capital is expected to come from 
this country. 


Plan Long Under Way. 


The four main organizations which 


have cherished this plan to make for 
the Jews a permanent home are the 
Zionist organizations, the Jewish Ter- 
ritorial organization, the Jewish Col- 
onization association and the Alliance 
Israelite Universelle. The first of these 
organizations was founded by Dr. T. 
Herzl over twelve years ago.- The sec- 
ond is really but a branch of the first 
It separated'from the mother organiza- 
tion under the leadership of Israel 
Zangwlll five years ago. Mr. Zangwlll 
and his-.adherents did not insist that 
the colony be in the Orient. They said 
that any location would do so long as 
the government was autonomous in 
character. The Zionist leaders on the 
other-hand stood firmly for Palestine 
or countries immediately adjacent. 


The Jewish Colonization association 


was created by the late Baron de 
Hirsch, -who bequeathed to it '$50,000,- 
000, moat of .Ms great fortune. 
The 


French organization was founded'fifty 
years, ago, and has devoted much of its 
resources to the foundation and main- 
tainance of schools in the Orient It 
has d'one much to raise the intellectual 
and moral status of Jews living In 
semi-harbarlous countries.

Ferrero Says 
American 
Rich Men 


Seek to Vindicate Themselves, 


Paris, May 19.—Guglielmo Ferrero, 


the Italian historian, who recently vis- 
ited the United States, is continuing 
in the Figaro his analysis of the posi- 
tion occupied by American million- 
aires. Yesterday he laid emphasis on 
the theory that these men feel them- 
selves surrounded by public hostility 
and that consequently they'are bound, 
like their prototype in' ancient Greece, 
to assume public responsibilities and 
vindicate themselves before the people. 
Signer Ferrero attributes mircli of the 
former hostility to John JD. Rockefeller 
to his disregard of the public curiosity 
and the mysteries with -which he sur- 
rounded himself and he points out that 
latterly Mr. Rockefeller has changed 
his tactics by publishing his memoirs 
and granting Interviews freely. 


The writer considers that Andrew 


Carnegie, on the contrary, has played 
to perfection the role of Croesus in a 
democracy. 
He has 
given 
lavishly 


and maintained good relations with 
the public through the press and his 
books and by fathering the theory, now 
generally accepted 
in America, that 


millionaires are only the depositories 
of their fortunes and have well de- 
fined obligations.
